Ho believed 
that the value of the fruit crop of this 
state, including all its forms, wine, rai- 
BinB, dried and fresh, would reach $50,- 
800,000, and this when under tho present 
methods only one-tenlh of the-popula- 
tion of America waa accessible as a 
market. Tito whole of tho dried fruit 
crop had youe from the state.

ishable products, said Mr. Hills, in tha 
number of people to whom they can be 
conveyed in a Bound, eatable condition.

The Shorthorn and Here- 
ford aro both good types of vf hat may be 
regarded as tho parallelogramio form, 
while tho Aberdeen Poll is probably the 
mest perfect type of the cylindrical form 
that is in existence. Thia means a great 
ileal. It implies that there shall bo at 
least fair length of body, with fine spring 
of ribs, aud tho absence of those promi- 
nences and abrupt angles which mar tbe 
utility of some othervdso good speci- 
mens of the other breeds. Compared 
with tbo Shorthorns they are scarcely »o 
largo, aro lower Bet, somewhat thicker, 
less pointy and more smooth, although 
of course there are individual exceptions. 


Tho average specimens of this breed 


ore remarkable for chcir retention of 
symmetry of form, even when they are 
being loaded with fat. They seldom 
evince that disposition to patchings 
which mars the appearance of individ- 
uals of somo of the other breeds aud 
renders the carcass much less valuable. 
Tho possession of this useful property 
would go far of itself to establish" the 
fact that the Aberdeen Polls aro good 
Btall feeders.

TOR&D SAMPLES. 


An Organized Selienifi to Deceive and 


Defraud the Honest Housewives 


of Californin.

One of the new baking powder con- 


cerns which ia trying to introduce its 
goods into this market acknowledge? 
hat it is behind the fraudlent test 
Ticks which has recently been per- 
ormed in the kitchens of thie vicinity. 


It is remarkable that any manufactur* 


ir claiming respectability, should put 
limgelf in EO contemptible a position as 
hie. The scheme which these partiea 
ro trying to work is one of the most 
tupendous humbugs ot the day. It is 
ot only a humbug, but so diBho 
bat its backers have not the courage to 
csatfe in it openly, but put forward iu 
locent women to preform the piihli 
iart of the disgraceful and illegal opera- 
ion. 
One of the woman who was employed 


n thepreformance of these tricks, and 
rho resigned her position when she 
mnd out their fnmdlont character, thus 
c-scribea the methods she was taught to 
ae: She WAS to obtain a samplu of the 
tiking powder used in the house visited, 
mix it with water, boil it, and tell the 
pnsefceeper that the gas given ufTiii- 
icated that there was something wrong 
bout the powder. If the housekeeper'^ 
pagination was not pqnal to the de- 
mands of the occasion, the teeter was in- 
truded to use a sample can of the same 
owder which had tmen ppeciallj- <ioc- 
ored and prepaied tj show the thing 
eeired. 
This test wes supplemented by another 
qually aa fraudulent. A small qnantitv 
f the baking powder found in the kitchen 
nd s Eimiliar quantity of the baVintr 
owder which ttie tester was trying to 
rove superior, ware mixed with water 
n separate glasses. The first being pure 
oald foam up quickly, like a glass of 
jampagne, while the other would rise 
owly, frothing like yeast, tho foam per- 
aps standing over the top of tbe glass, 
his the tester was taught to claim as an 
ndence of the superiority of tho powder 
he carried. Rhehadfonndout, however, 
? a rather unpleasant experience that 
ie had been deceived and was likewise 
ec'iving tbe housekeeper. A lady enid 
o her one day when she was preforming 
ua test that ehe believed tbat it was a 
aud; that tbe extra foam upon the 
aster's powder was canned by the intro- 
nction of an adulterant. The boase- 
eepei then procured a small quantity of 
oar, which she thoroughly mired with 
er own powder before adding the water, 
'hen tbe mixture was stirred, exactly 
ie earae slow foam resulted as with the 
.her powder. Tim showed the woman 
iat the whole teat was a humbug, and 
hat the result was an evidence that the 
ew powder carried by the tester con- 
aioed an adulterant. 
There is another dishonest feature in 
iia business. The baking powdar whicb 
ieflfl traveling teeters are trying to gell 
y these methods and upintho represen- 
atlon that all ita ingredients are named 
ion the label of each can. and that 
iese iogrediunts are simply cream of 
rtar, foda and fiiir, is actually shown

Ifc implies that there shall bo a' 


least fair length of body, with fine sprin 
of ribs, and tho absence of thoso promi 
nencea and abrupt angles which mar the 
utility of some otherwise good speci 
mens of tho other breeds, 
Comparec 


with the Shorthorns they are scarcely so 
large, are lower set, Bomcfrlmt thicker 
less pointy and more smooth, although 
of course there are individual exceptions 


The average specimens of this breet 


are remarkable for their retention o: 
symmetry of fonn, even when they are 
jeing loaded with fat. 
They seldom 


evinco that disposition to patchiiiess 
whicb mars the appearance of individ- 
uals of some of the other breeds and 
renders the carcass much less valuable. 
The possession of tliia useful property 
would go far of itself to establish the 
fact that tho Aberdeen Polls are good 
stall feeders. 
Of this we have 


firmatory evidence in tho prizes they 
have won on both sides of the Atlantic 
at tho leading fat stock shows. 
Their 


excellent stall feeding qualities, linked 
with tho fact that they aro hornless, 
should bo well weighed by the farmers 
of this province m thoso days when tho 
legislature finds it necessary to appoint 
a commission to investigate the question 
of dehoruiug. 


This breed is distinguished for the 


production of a good carcass of beef. 
It 


ia good because genurally speaking the 
dead weight of dressed meat is largo iu 
proportion to tho live weight; the meat 
itself is of an excellent quality, evi- 
denced by its reaciy sale in tbe leading 
British markets. It is said to bo mar 
bled or flecked in a greater degree than 
that of some breeds. Unt this is a mat- 
ter which is to some extent controlled 
by the feeding, although heredity does 
influence the character of meat in this 
respect as well as in regard to quantity. 


The preputuiicy of tho Aberdeen Poll 


is well established, although its claims 
Ki this respect stand no higher those of 
tho Shorthorn, the Hereford and the 
Oiillow.iy. Rut this strong power of 
transmission renders it a polent factor 
in effecting improvement in romirum 
stocks, since tho qualities tlmt sire (hns 
imparted with much uniformity aro 
thosuoi ;t high order. It lias repeatedly 
bepii demonstrated that the Aberdeen 
Poll crosses admirably with tho Short- 
horn niul tho Shorthi/m gnidc, and that 
the converse of this is True, vis;., that tlio 
Shorthorn blends ailminiMy with the 
Aberdeen Poll and tho Aberdeen Poll 
grade. Tho important feature hero is 
their ability to blend so admirably with 
tho Shorthoni grade, for tho common 
stocks of this country have been mucli 
improved by Shorthorn blood. By using 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls onr farmers can 
get good steers for shipping—smooth of 
carcass and without horns. 


In regard to robustness of constitu- 


tion, to longevity and to ability to adapt 
themselves to change of climate, they 
stand well, quite as well as the Short- 
horns and Hercfords, but do not decid- 
edly excel them in these respects, unless 
when the latter have been impaired in 
constitntion hy long continued in-and- 
in breeding. This gin is perhaps not 
chargeable- to the samo extent upon tho 
breeders of Aberdeen Polla as upon the 
breeders of Sliortliorna.
